Candlemas Day. 


This is Candlemas Day in the liturgy of the 
Roman Catholic and some of the Episcopal 
churches. It is also called dy the Catholics 
the feast - of the purification of 


the blessed virgin Ma Forty 
days after the birth of Jesus Christ 
Mary and Joseph went with the infant Savior 
to Jerusalem in conformity with the precept 
of Leviticus,which prescribed the purification 
of mothers and the ransom of the first born. 
The day is called Candlemas because it is an 
ancient custom for the clergy to bless 
on this day the wax candles 
which are to de ased in the services 
during the ensuing year. The faithful 
bring the candles to church, and the officiat- 
ing priest blesses them, reciting prayers 
and using holy water and incense. The 
owners of the candles have them returned to 
them at the close of the ceremony 
but they usually leavea fewof the candles 
forthe-church. In this way the church re- 
celves many candles. Ihe rest of the candles 
the faithful take home and light them during 
a storm or when there is a death inthe family. 
The feast of the purification was instituted 
by the Emperor Justinian in 544, durigga 
Greadful plague in Constantinople. The 
blessing of candles on this day was intro- 
duced by Pope Sergius in 701. 

To-morrow is the feast of St. Blase, Bishop 
of Sebaste, in Armenia. He was beheaded in 
the year 316. He is said to have made mirac- 
ulous cures of throat troubles, and it is a 
special ceremony on his festival day in 
the Catholic Church for the priest to bless 
throats by holding two lighted candles in 
the form ofa cross near the throats of the 
faithful.

B. Dole’s answer to my letter of 
Jan. 1, requesting him, ‘‘at his earliest con- 
venience,’’ to give me the specifications con- 
tained in a prior letter. His answer is about 
fifty pages of closely written of- 
ficial paper, and has been de- 
livered too late to either copy 
or reply to in time for the steamer leaving at 
2p. m. to-day. There is one extract, how- 
ever, to which I think your attention should 
be called, wherein it is stated, this Gov- 
ernment has been and now is subjected to the 
necessity of increased watchfulness, and a 
large additional expense which, but for such 
attitude, would have been unneces- 
sary.’’

Boutelle’s Bedlamic Gyrations on the 
Question—A Harmles Mania. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—During the debate on 
Ha wall in the House Representative Boutelle 
called to order Representative Catchings of 
Mississippi, when the latter stated that the 
Rules Committee were providing against 
Boutelie’s ‘*fantastic and bedlamic gyrations 
on the Hawalian question.’’ 


Mr. Boutelle made his demand amid con- 
fusion, Mr. Catchings’» words were taken 
down and read from the desk, but on a vote 
Mr. Catchings was excused. Mr. Catchings 
had no sooner resumed speaking than he 
was again called to order by Mr. Boutelle for 
the statement, ‘*The gentleman (Boutelle) ts 
affiicted witha harmless mania for making 
an exhibition of himself on all occasions,.’’ 

The words were read from the desk and 
Mr. Boutelle insistedon a ruling astothe 
propriety of the words. 

Speaker Crisp ruled that the language was 
not parliamentary. A hot discussion ensued 
amid much confusion. 

As soon asthe journal was read the Speaker 
recognized Mr. Catchings from the Commit 
tee on Rules to present from that committee 
A report setting aside to-day, 
Saturday an Monday for the 
consideration of the McCreary Hawalian 
resolution. The report provides that 
the favorable report of the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs on the Hawallan question 
shall be taken up forthwith and be considered 
to-day, aud the next two legislative days 
(Saturday and Monday). This vote is to be 
taken at 4 o’clock Monday afternuon at 
which time nointervening motions shall be 
in order. The rule proviaes that im- 
mediately on voting on the majority report 
on Hawall for consideration until it is dis- 
pose d of. 

Mr. Boutelle was on his feet clamoring for 
recognition to call up his Hawaiian resolu- 
tion, but the Speaker declined to recognize 
him until the report was read. Then, being 
recognized. Mr. Boutelle said that he raised 
the point of order that the report of the 
Committee on Rules couid not display a priv- 
lleged resolution affecting the rights—pay, 
the very existence of the House itself.

The application for a writ of certiorari of 
Building Commissioner Reid was presented 
to Judge Valliant this morning by ex- Vity 
Counselor Leverett Bell. Mr. Bell read the 
petition in which all the causes for the 
granting of the writ were set forth, The 
petition concluded with the request that 
the Mayor be cited to send to the 
Circuit Court for revision and review the tes- 
timony on which he acted in deposing Reid. 

After Mr. Bell finished reading the petition 
he said that he could see nothingtobe done 
but set a day upon which the transcript 
should be sent up. ’ 

City Counselor Marshall said he knew 
nothing about the application until he ar- 
rived atthe Court- house this morning, and 
had not had time to look over the petition, 
and all hne knew about it was what he had 
heard during the reading of it by Mr. Bell. He 
made the point, however, that the demand 
for a supersedeas was not in conformity with 
law and could not de made in a certiorari 
proceeding such as this one was. He cited 
several cases insupport of his point. Mr. 
Marshall said that the taw of certiorari pro- 
vided for the reimstatement of an officer 


removed and provided that he should be paid 
the salary due him during the time he was 
out of office so that the supersedeas was en- 
tirely unnecessary and out of reason. 

Mr. Bell then argued his side of the case at 
some considerable length. 

After hearing allthe argumentsin the case 
Judge Valliant issued the writ as asked for 
by Mr. Belland made it returnable Feb. 10, 
the relatorto give bond in the sum of $250. 
This will keep Reid in office untli the i0th of 
this month at least. 

It is probable that City Counselor Marshall 
will appeal the case now direct to the 
Supreme Court so as totest what seemed to 
be a novel point: that concerning the super- 
sedeas clause which overrules the Mayor’s 
decision until the evidence shall have been 
passed upon and the case reviewed by 
the court. Mr. Marshall did not know 
when seen immedlately after Judge Valliant 
made his order, just what he intended 
doing. Reid, inany event, has scored quite 
a point against the Mayor, and has blocked 
off forthis evening the appointment of his 
successor by the City Councll. 


Julius Lehman’s Suit. 


The mandamus suit of Julius Lehman 
against James H. Cronin and others was 
argued by the counsel on both sides this 
morning before Judge Klein, but no decision 
was arrived at. Mr. Lehman wants the 
House of Delegates to show cause why 
that body should not be restrained 
from interfering with him until his appeal to 
the Court of Appeals had been heard. Judge 
Klein said that as the case was an important 
one he would need time to search the au- 
thorities.

YESTERDAY'S EPOCH. 
Chairman Wilson was righ. when he 
said that the adoption o“ the bill that 
bears his name in the House of Represent- 
atives was not a passing event, but an 
epoch in Americen history.“ It sig- 
nalized the beginning of the triumphant 
end of one ci the greatest struggles in 
American politics. The disabling blow 
preliminary to the final dispatch of one of 
the greatest wrongs ever put upon a pa- 
tient people was delivered by the people’s 
representatives. When this act of the 
House is confirmed by the Senate and the 
President the power of the protection con- 
spiracy will be on the wane, and the Dem- 
ocratic party will be nearer the ends for 
which it has strenuously labored for 
nearly a decade. 

The Democratic majority doubly 
deemed the pledge of the party when it 
passed this bill by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. It doubly asserted the principle of 
justice in taxation, The addition of the 
income tax feature renders the bill not 
merely a measure to reduce the inordinate 
tax burdens levied upon the plain people 
and to cut down the robber privileges of 
favored special interests, but a measure to 
levy a fairer share of the burden of sup- 
porting the Government on the surplus 
wealth of the country. The sixteen 
alleged Democrats who voted against the 
bill earned double condemnation for a 
double betrayal and repudiation of Demo- 
cratic principles. 

The fate of the bill in the Senate will be 
a decisive test of the Senate’s value as a 
representative body of legislators. The 
defeat, substantial change for the worse 
or long-continued obstruction of either 
the tariff or income tax provisions of the 
bill will thoroughly demonstrate that the 
Senate cannot be trusted to carry out the 
expressed will of the people. The bill is 
in excellent shape now for final adoption. 
There is no occasion for extended debate 
and no need of amendment. The Senate 
majority will meet public expectation and 
do its full duty by confirming the action of 
the House as soon as possible. 

There can be no question of popular sent- 
iment toward the measure. The crush in 
the House galleries and the enthusiasm of 
the spectators over the vote were a fair 
reflex of the popular feeling all over the 
country. The progress of the bill will be 
watched with jealous care, The people 
want the tariff uncertainty settled. They 
want tariff reform accomplished. The 
sooner these ends are gained the better for 


the people, 
CHICAGO'S LATEST SCHEME. 


Chicago has struck a new idea in the 
matter of the big sewer she proposes to 
build from the Chicago to the Desplaines 
River, From the Chicago standpoint it is 
a brilliant idea, an idea that fairly corrus- 
cates with sparks of genius. 

The plan of the ditch was first originated 
as a sanitary necessity. It was a part of 
the work of the sanitary district 
of the city, and the cost was 
to be defrayed out of its funds. 
The ditch was to be a plain, ordinary 
odorous sewer, without trimmings, de- 
vised and constructed for the sole benefit 
of Chicago. But it was found that 
the sewer would cost a mint of 
money. Chicago then cast about 
for some scheme by which somebody else 
could be induced to chipin and pay for 
Chicago's relief from microbes and un- 
pleasant smells.

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WHAT IS IN IT? 


In the minds of some citizens the chief

Pri 
vate companies which undertake public 
this kind are ‘‘held up’’ in 
municipal assemblies and other leg- 
islative bodies by members who 
use their positions as public servants 
to blackmail applicants for franchises. 
In order to get a franchise the rh, an at- 
torney must be emple;7ea who demands a 
high fee for his services, but who usually 
shows the Hlackmailers that there is 
‘‘somethiug in it“ for them. To save ex- 
pens: the companies often have their 
own men elected to the assembly or induce 
amember already elected to take stock 
in their enterprise. After this it is plain 
sailing. The franchise goes through, the 
city is gouged of millions, and while there 
may not be anything in it’’ for the tax- 
payers, the corporation has no reason to 
complain on that score. 

When public works are owned and op- 
erated by the city there is no chance for 
such practices. No member canclaim a 
price for his vote, because he knows no 
private interest is back of the scheme 
ready to pay him money rather than lose a 
good scheme. And as there is no stock 
to give away and no profits in pros- 
pect for any individual, the prominent 
citizen who happens to be in the assembly 
will not be forced to choose whether to act 
as the representative of a corporation or of 
the people who elected him. 

No, there is nothing in a municipal'sub- 
way for the blackmailer or the corporation 
magnate on the floor. But there are 
‘*millions in it’’ for the tax-payers and 
for the cause of decent politics and honest 
government.

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NO SECTIONALISM. 


The opposition of the New York Con- 
gressmen to the income tax has been cited 
as an illustration of a sectional antag- 
onism in the East against the West. 

But it proves only that in the East the 
plutocracy has public opinion under bet- 
ter control thanin the West. The fetish 
of wealth is a very fascinating object of 
worship, and when flourished in the face 
ofa people long enough it will acquire 
complete dominion over their mind 
and conscience. Even those who suf- 
fer most from its Oppression are slow 
to question the wisdom or honesty 
of the rich and well born’? if they have 
by long custom become habituated to look 
up to them as to a superior class. In the 
ast this subserviency is carried to an ex- 
tent unknown in the West. And it is 
growing with every acquisition of power 
made by the lords of monopoly and privi- 
lege. 

It is no wonder then that the New York 
Congressmen bend to such a power and 
throw their influence in favor of a class 
which they think is wiser and better than 
the common people, They fear to offend 
an influence so potent in conventions and 
at the polis, if indeed, they do not sin- 
cerely believe that plutocracy is the wisest 
and best form of government possible. 

But it does not follow that because the 
people of the East have for a time lost 
sight of the true principles of true Dem- 
ocracy, they are, therefore, hopelessly 
committed to the opposite.

Shall large incomes be taxed, or shall sugar 
be retaxed to meet the deficiency in the rev- 
enues? 

A tax of i cent a pound on raw sugar would 
yield, onthe basis of last year’s importa. 
tions, $37,000,000. This is a little more than 
the committee estimate will be produced by 
the proposed taxon individual and corpor- 
ate incomes. 

Aduty on sugarisa proper revenue tax. 
It goes straight to the Treasury. It would 
never have been repealed by the Republicans 
except for their desire to prevent reductions 
in other schedules in which as a party they 
were far more deeply interested. 

But when the present alternative is pre- 
sented the question is, as strongly put by Mr. 
McMillin in the House, ‘‘whether it is better 
to tax sugar, of Which every one consumes 
about the same quantity, or accumulated 
wealth, which now goes practically untaxed, 
for Government purposes.

PUBLIC DEBT STATEMENT. 


Condition of ths United States Treasury 
on Feb. 1. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 2.—The public 
debt statement issued yesterday shows that 
the net increase of the debt, less cash in the 
Treasury, during January was $7,830,064. The 
interest-bearing debt increased $780. The 
debt on which interest has ceased since ma- 
turity decreased $28,900, and the debt dear - 
ing no interest increased $1,564,729. There 
was a decrease in the cash balance in the 


Treasury during the montii of $6,293,455. The 
interest-bearing debt Is 588, 040, 0 . The debt 
on which interest has ceased since maturity, 
$1,844,680, and the debt bearing no interest, 
$379,217,805, a total debt of $965.142,525. The 
certificates and treasury notes, offset by an 
equal amount of cash in the 
Treasury, amount of $612, 059, 181 
an increase during January of 
$7,741,757. The gold reserve !s $65,650,175, and 
the net cash balances, $18,431,914, a total 
avallable balance of $81,082,089, a decrease 
during the month of $6,295,455 The total cash 
inthe Treasury is $737,120,158. Government 
receipts from all sources during January 
Were $24,082,788. and the expenditures $81,- 
209,665. Receipts for the seven months of the 
fiscal year $175, 798,183, ang expenditures 820, 
656,478, a deficiency of $44,888,295. Compared 
with the same period of the previous year 
the customs receipts fell off In round num- 
bers $40,000,000, and internal revenue receipts. 
fell off $12,000. 

Thecivil and miscellaneous expenditures 
during the same period decreased about $5,- 
000,000, the expenditures on account of war 
increased $5,000,000, the expenditures on ac-

ALMOST A RIOT. 


The Trial of FEx-Priest McNamara at In- 
dependence. 


INDEPENDENCE, Mo., Feb. 2.—There was 
danger of riot and bloodshed at the trial of 
J. W. McNamara, ex-priest of the Catholic 
Church, who is charged with having ma- 
liciously slandered Mother Vincent, Bishop 
Hogan and Fr. Lillis, and of having circu- 
lated foul and obscene literature, in Justice 
Nichols’ court last night. 

McNamara is the man whose lecture a few 
weeks ago in Kansas City precipitated a 
riot, in which many shots were fired and 
sticks and stones freely used. 

The case was brought here ona change of 
venue. Considerable difficulty was encount- 
ered in securing a jury, as most of the men 
called to serve in that capacity had read the 
newspaper accounts of McNamara’s lecture 
and the trouble he encountered in having his 


first hearing. The jury was finally secured, 
however, and the taking of evidence began 
late last evening. 

During the nighta man named McMillan, 
who was a witness in the case, while under 
the influence of liquor was assaulted by a 
number of MeNamara's foes in front of a 
saloon. Beer bottles, stones and weapons of 
all kinds were fiying thick and fast about 
McMillan’s head, when he drew a revolver 
and fired two shots into the crowd, which 
immediately dispersed. McMillan received 
some injuries, but none of them were seri- 
ous. 

This incident created great excitement. 
McNamara’s supporters sent telegrams to 
Kansas City calling on the A. P. A. people 
for ald, which met prompt response. A 
little after midnight aspecialtrain from 
Kansas City, carrying a large number of A. 
F. A. men, arrived at Independence and 
marched tothe court-room. But when they 
reached the buildingthe hearing had been 
adjourned, though deputy sheriffs guarded 
the building. 

About 10 p.m., the evidence having all been 
submitted, the case was given to the jury 
which, at 11 p. m. reported that they could 
not agree, 

When the Kansas City invaders learned the 
Status of the case and found that Mc- 
Namara’s life was not in danger, they 
boarded their special and returned home. 
Each man was armed with a heavy cane. 
No other arms were shown. 

Atnoon to-day Juage Nichols called the 
jurors before the bar and dismissed them un- 
til2o’clock. The disagreement of the jury 
is due to several different causes, the prin- 
cipal one being the testimony as to 
whether or not the alleged slander 
was uttered or read out of ‘‘Kendrick’s 
Moral Theology. The justice and attorneys 
were called into the jury-room and the point 
in question laid before them. Kendrick’s The- 
ology. from which the Bishopclaimed to have 
quoted was in Latin and was brought in for 
the jury’s inspection, but none could read 
it, andthe Judge would not allow an inter- 
preter in the jury-room, It is belleved that 
the jury isina hopeless tangle and will be 
discharged. 

The case of Fr. Dalton brought on similar 
information filed against McNamara was 
called before the same justice this morn- 
ing. Affidavits were fied alleging 
prejudice on the part of the Marshal, who has 
the duty of summoning the jury. The 
motion was overruled by the Justice and 
twelve jurors summoned, who proved to be 
members of the Catholic chufch, or sympa- 
thizers, with the exception of two jurors— 
— was a Jew and the other not a member 
ofany. 

Church prejudice is alleged, and the ex- 
citement attendant upon the challenges is 
bigh, as it is charged that the Catholic 1 
tios are attempting to pack the jury. e 
matter of selecting a jury promises to take 
up the balance of the day. The A. P. A. 
fraternity are out in numbers, and with 
slight provocation rioting will follow,
